was 
eaten 
b y 
the 
hares 
that 
roamed ab out in thousands. 
This year 
they b ecame such a menace that the 
tanners joined interests and asked for 
assistance. 
Adv ertisements were insert­ 
ed in tne papers of Cos Angeles and other 
cities requesting people to come to L an­ 
caster on Octob er 1« , when horses and 
teams would he supplied and a round-up 
curried out. 
More than three hundred men accepted 
the inv itation from Los Angeles, and the 
day was a great one for Lancaster. 
At 
a certain 1 nation a corral was b uilt with 
wide wings that spread out to right and 
left for ¡i long distance. T he ob ject was 
to form long lines, cov ering miles of 
country, and to driv e the hares b etween 
them. 
On the arriv al of the train tne 
hunters assemb led, receiv ed instructions

driv ing the jacks b efore them. 
8ome men were armed with shotguns, 
which they tired to frighten the game, 
and it was not long b etore hundreds oi 
jacks were darting ab out.

hunters, mounted, on foot, and in wag­ 
ons, b eing near enough to prev ent any 
numb er b reaking away; hence the trend

with its yaw ning jaws or arm s.

sionaliy a jack would dash through the I 
human b arrier, or b reak aw ay, to he shot 
b y the men. 


A Remarkab le Sight.

up from ev ery b ush and ev ery cactus I 
group; ev ery patch of tar weed concealed !

waste. 
After a preliminary treatm ent 
and hardening with size and such solu­ 
tion as aluminum salts or potassium b i­ 
chromate, the waste is dried and ground, 
ami the tine material is then mixed with 
a b inding agent such as glue, contain­ 
ing a little potassium b ichromate, 
to­ 
gether with oatmeal or linseed meal, or 
other sub stance containing starch, gum. 
or v arnish. 
T he details of the process may he con­ 
siderab ly 
v aried. 
F urther 
hardening 
may b e giv en b y the addition of mineral 
m atters, such as infusorial earth, ehalk, 
kaolin, or tine alum ina; and toughness 
were to he extermi- may he imparted b y adding 5 to 10 per 
cent, 
of 
chopped 
textile 
tiher, 
rugs, 
hemp, jute, or the like. 
Coloring m at­ 
ters may b e incorporated. 
The mass, 
after thorough mixing, is sub jected t> 
tlie action of steam, and molded under 
pressure. 
By suitnhle v ariations the waste is in 
this way specially adapted for b ob b ins, 
door and draw er handles, b oxes, floor­ 
ings, wall cov erings, dishes, fancy goods, 
and furniture.—Philadelphia Record.

driv e a t Fresno, 20,000 jacks were killed 
and 3500 men took part. 
Jacks increase with extraordinary ra­ 
pidity. and the young a tta in their full 
size in tw o months. 
Fiv e jack rab b its 
are equal, so far as consuming power 
is concerned, to one sheep; and the same 
estimate is 
used in 
A ustralia, 
where, 
b etween the years 1878 and 1888, the 
rab b its destroyed crops v alued at $15,- 
000,000. 
T he idea for driv es w as taken from 
the Indians, who used nets to catch the 
jack, and the nets hav e b een elab orated 
into fences. 
The first driv e b y white 
men w as held in the H aggin-U arr ranch 
in K ern county, in the v icinity of the 
riv er of that name. The jacks were lit- 
terally in armies of thousands, and they 
made such rav ages tha t the ranchers 
collected their 
v aqueros, 
armed them 
with guns, and mov ed against the com­ 
mon enemy, killing 2000. 
In 188*5 an­ 
other roundop 
w h s held: and it was esti- 
mated tha t 3000 wen* sho t in 1887. 
Soon a fte r this a Mr. B urns made the 
first A m erican driv e fence. 
He was a 
professional hunter, and caught jacks to 
sell

fence and plan b eing, in all prob ab ility, 
from that of the Indians or the 
old elephant driv e in India.

FORTUNES IN IRELA N D ’S PEAT. 


Its Use for Making Cheap Brown Paper 
Virtually Is Demonstrated. 
In v iew of the increasing scarcity of 
timb er, from which almost all paper is 
m anufactured, it is of interest to know 
that excellent b rown paper is produced 
from peat, and in all prob ab ility this can 
oe b leached. 
Peat is, in fact, wood put 
through one process, that of partial dis­ 
integration. 
T here are 2,800,000 acres of peat in 
Ireland, says the Chicago Inter-Ocean, 
cov ering one-sev enth of the entire su r­ 
face. and av eraging 15 feet in depth. 
As an acre contains 1800 tons of solid 
peat, and can b e b ought from £ 1 up­ 
ward, while a ton of b rown w rapping 
paper costs £ 8 to £ 10, some idea may 
thus b e formed of the neglected w’ealth 
of Ireland. 
Prob ab ly half the wood used for pa­ 
per-making is conv erted into b rown pa­ 
lter. 
The use of peat would arrest the 
destruction of forests. 
S in c e the new and successful processes 
for coking peat and recov ering the b y­ 
products hav e b een discov ered, peat as a 
fuel in m anufacture will enter largely 
into Irish industries. ______

The fig tree grows almost wild, a:id re­ 
quires v ery little cultiv ation. Although 
certain v arieties are grown iu v arious 
purls of the world, those of Asiatic '1 ur- 
key, commonly called Smyrna tigs, for 
the reason that they are packed and 
shipped from Sm yrna, are the b est. The 
growing district is in the prov ince (Vila­ 
yet! of Aidin, the plantations extending 
from Ayussoluk to Ortachi, a v alley ov er 
1(H) miles long, spreading far on b oth 
sides of the line of the Ottoman rail­ 
way, which runs through it, affording 
direct transportation trom the interior. 
The tigs ripen b y the b eginning of A u ­ 
gust. 
They are not picked, b ut when 
they reach a certain maturity they b egin 
to dry, and consequently they drop 
*» 11 
the ground, says The Premier Enquirer. 
I 11 the morning ev eryb ody on the pla n ta ­ 
tions goes around w ith b uckets gathering 
the fruit, which they carry to a certain 
place where the ground is cov ered with 
dry leav es and straw (sergei), and on 
which they spread the fruit, exposing it 
to the 
h u u , allowing it to remain there 
from two to three days. 
It takes ab out three days to dry the 
fig if north winds prev ail, us the atm os­ 
phere is then v ery dry. 
If, howev er, 
westerly winds 
are 
b lowing, 
which 
means heav y dew at night, the fruit 
must remain exposed to the sun from 
1 fiv e to sev en days. 
This is another dnu- 
I gerous period, as rain, or ev en a show ­ 
er, might ruin hundreds of tons of fruit 
’ying on the ground, 
lleav y dews some­ 
times 
ore 
just 
as detrimental. 
T he 
proper atmospheric conditions 
1 0 insure 
a crop of large, sound rich tigs are west 
winds in June and July, followed b y 
north winds in August, and trom then 
011 au occasional west wind ev ery fiv e 
or six days. 
When the tigs are dry enough they are 
packed 
¡11 camel hair b ags of two T u rk ­ 
ish kintals each (ab out 250 pounds» and 
carried to the railroad station on camel 
b ack. 
This is why the crop is reported 
b y camel loads, each load representing 
two b ags, or ab out 500 pounds. 
The 
railroad carries the b ags to the C arav an 
b ridge station, ju st outside of Smyrna, 
and from there they are again loaded on 
camels and b rought to the fig m arket 
(Ingir Vsharsil, where they are exam ­ 
ined and b ought b y the packers. 
Mix­ 
tures of the different v arieties are made 
in packing places to insure uniformity 
in the appearance of the fruit. 
Women do the first selection. 
They 
sit around large quantities of fruit, se­ 
lecting four sizes, which they put in sep­ 
arate b askets. 
W hile selecting the fruit 
they pull it b y tin* stem through the 
palm of the hand, thus giv ing it a long 
shape, called macaroni, 
wtiich dem on­ 
strates size and m akes the ng easier for 
the packer to handle. 
From the selec­ 
tion rooms b oys carry the b askets to the 
packing rooms and place the proper sizes 
b efore the packers according to the qual­ 
ity they are packing. 
There are fiv e kinds of packing—layer, 
locum, pulled, m acaroni or Uolonna and 
natural. 
The packing in layers is the 
most popular. 
T he fig is split open un­ 
derneath, flattened and giv en a certain 
shape b efore b eing placed in the b ox. 
One layer of figs is filled. 
Layer figs 
measures in width from one and a half 
to two and three-quarter inches, accord 
ing to grades. 
T he locum is practically 
the same packing, only done more care­ 
fully. 
The fig is giv en a kind of die 
shape instead of cushion, and the idea 
is to fill the b ox perfectly, leav ing no 
space whatev er b etween the fruit, which 
makes 
this 
packing the hardest 
and 
most expensiv e. 
The natural packing means figs packed 
in their ordinary shapes iu b ulk, either 
in quarter or half hundred hags. 
G en­ 
erally the common grades and also the 
refuse, which m eans the figs that can­ 
not he used for packing, are put in hags 
in their natural sta te and are b ought b y 
grinders for b aking and confectionery. 
Since a few years, howev er, large q uan ­ 
tities of fin“ grades are imported as n a t­ 
urals in fifty-pound b oxes nnd are re­ 
packed here either in b askets or jars. 
Some also are imported in macaroni or 
Uolonna for the same purpose. 
This 
packing consists of putting the fig in 
the b oxes as prepared b y the women, 
one b y the side of the other, and all the 
stem ends one way. 
All fig packing is done b y hand and 
there is no process or machinery used. 
T he packers w ash their hands in b rine 
w'hile packing, b ut this is only done to 
prev ent their hands from getting sticky 
—salt w ater b eing used, as fresh w ater 
would injure the fruit. 
The sugar gen­ 
erally noticed on the figs comes through 
the skin of the fruit from the saccharine 
matter, after the natural fermentation, 
which occurs afte r the fig is packed. 
Fig packing is one of the principal in­ 
dustries of Sm yrna. 
Thousands of peo­ 
ple find employment during the end of 
August and the months of Septemb er, 
Octob er and part of Nov emb er, more 
than half a million dollars b eing paid in 
wages during tha t time. 
The demand for figs has increased con­ 
siderab ly 
during 
the 
last two years. 
Some years ago a crop of 75,000 to 80,- 
000 camel loads w as considered large, 
and difficulty w as found in disposing of 
the goods. 
W ith the increased dem and 
new plantations hav e b een started, and 
the crops of the last two seasons hav e 
b een enormous, in 19 00 reaching 120,- 
000 
loads. 
N otw ithstanding 
this 
the 
goods find a ready m arket and, w’itb the 
exception of v ery short crops, at higher 
prices than were ev er realized b efore.

W hen the (v hole of the permanent front 
teeth hav e appeared the sheep is in its 
fourth y ear. 
The Merino m atures i's 
teeth later than the other breeds; the 
Cots wold and Southdowns 
and 
other 
highly -im prov ed m utton sheep are som e 
m onths ahead of a Merino, but 
at

y ears ev ery sheep has its full mouth of 
teeth. 
I^ ter the age is known by the 
appearance of the teeth, which gradual­ 
ly lose their sharp edges 
and 
become 
worn down smooth. 
A healthy sheep 
w ill keep its teeth good until 10 or 12 
y ears old, if the pasture is not unusually 
bare, and the soil sandy , so as to wear 
the teeth ex cessiv ely .

P oultry men estim ate that it costs 1 
cent apiece to produce an egg.

m ate is based on the fact that the hen 
lay s 120 eggs in 
the 
y ear.

words, where the fow ls are confined to 
runs, and the feed m ust be purchased, it 
costs 10 cents per m onth, or $1.20 per 
y ear, to m aintain a hen. 
If the hen is 
an indifferent lay er, and giv es but six ty 
eggs in a y ear, her eggs cost the poul­ 
try man 2 cents each.

their hens cost them practically nothing, 
as they hav e free range and can gather 
all the food they need.

Making Hens Molt. 
One of the difficulties in poultry rais­ 
ing is to get the hens to m olt early , so 
that they w ill be ready to lay early in 
the fall when eggs are high. 
Left to them selv es, hens w ill take a 
long tim e to molt and w ill not finish 
until cold w eather sets in. 
They will 
not then lay much until J anuary 1, and 
all the profits for October, N ov em ber and 
December are lost. 
At the Poultry in stitu te held in Den­ 
v er by the Colorado A gricultural college, 
.1. R. W ilson, a poultry man of long ex ­ 
perience in Colorado, gav e his m ethod of 
controlling the m olting of liens. 
Mr. W ilson turns his hens for three 
w eeks in J uly on alfalfa, feeding them 
in addition dry bran only . 
Under this 
treatm ent they get thin. 
The 1st of A u­ 
gu st he starts 
feeding them a mix ed 
ration of grains and m eat, giv ing a light 


subsequently found by the farmer, gen ­ 
erally after hav ing become stale or bad. 
It is a m istake to allow lay ing stock 
the freedom of the farm. 
I^arge runs 
and com fortable houses and proper egg- 
producing food would soon be a rev ela­ 
tion to the farmer. 
An ex perim ent conducted by the Cor­ 
nell ex perim ent station in 1« J 02 showed 
that the av erage cost of feed per dozen 
eggs w as 9 .2 cents, or about three-quar­ 
ters of a cent per egg.

At that 
tim e wheat was sold at $1.45 per 100 
pounds, while at present it is $2; bran 
sold at $1.35 per 100 pounds, and now

per 100 pounds, and now we pay $2.40. 
So at the present increased price of feed 
the cost of feeding the hen is easily 20 
cents per y ear more than it was in 19 02. 
T o m ake poultry 
profitable 
on 
the 
farm it is necessary to breed for better 
This is done by installing trap 
n ests in the henhouses, and each y ear 
picking out the best lay ers and breeding 
only from such. 
The farm er m ust grade 
up his stock; he m ust get rid of the 
m ongrel birds; he m ust driv e out the 
drones, and m ust encourage the workers. 
The farm must produce better poultry 
and more of it. 
There are adv antages on the farm for 
poultry raising that 
the 
poultry m an 
does not hav e, and if the latter, in m any 
w ay s handicaped, can m ake poultry keep­ 
ing a successful 
business, the 
fanner 
should at least m ake the work a v alu a­ 
ble 
adjunct 
to 
his 
income. 
Properly 
m anaged poultry can be made the m ost 
profitable crop on the farm — inv estm ent, 
ex pense and labor considered. 


dows should be arranged to slide back or 
to be remov ed in som e way . 
On bright 
mild day s no cov ering is necessary ov er 
the opening; on w indy or cold, storm y 
day s a muslin curtain should be used, u n ­ 
less v ery cold, when the windows may 
be kept shut to prev ent the combs being 
frozen.

Each bird of the Ply m outh Rock, W y ­ 
andotte and such breeds requires about 
nine inches of perch room; leghorns, etc,

eight inches, and Brahmas and 
Cochins ten inches. 
Roosts should be 
m ade low or near tin* floor. 
Fowls of the 
heav ier breeds cannot fly high, and those 
of the lighter breeds frequently injure 
the soles of their feet in jum ping from 
high perches, causing bum ble-foot. W hen 
dropping boards are used they should be 
m oderately 
low 
down 
to 
adm it 
easy 
cleaning. 
Dropping 
boards 
should 
be 
made of matched lum ber and should be 
20 inches wide for one roost and 3 feet 
for two, the first being p aced ten inches 
from the wall. 
M ost poultry m en prefer 
roosts 2 by 3 inches wide, with edges 
rounded slightly . N ests are usually m ade 
from 12 to 15 inches square 
If placed 
near the floor they are apt to induce egg

The Pig Pen Floor in Winter. 
W hile the pig pen floor in winter is 
usually the sam e as it is in summer, 
when one is constructing a hog house, 
it is best to consider this m atter from 
the 
w inter standpoint, as during 
the 
sum m er m onths the anim als ure usually 
on pasture. 
Three kinds of floor are 
used in piggeries, each hav ing its adv an­ 
tages ov er the other two.

Is Sugar Beet Pulp Good for C attle? 
T his question is one of great im port­ 
ance, especially in the sugar beet dis­ 
tricts of the middle west. 
In the east, 
howev er, it is not y et a consideration of 
so much m om ent, although 
there 
are 
sev eral beet sugar factories in this sec­ 
tion. 
The v alue of pulp 
for 
feeding 
should be known by all cattle feeders. 
Of course, there is much to be learned 
on 
this 
subject, and 
probably 
alw ay s 
w ill 
be, but the follow ing statem ents 
seem to be reasonable and correct. First, 
when the pulp is fed to cattle th at are 
being fattened, not more than 20 or 25 
pounds should bt giv en at once to each 
anim al ev ery day ; more than that would 
probably disturb the digestion v ery m a­ 
terially . 
Second, this am ount m ay be 
increased until 50 pounds a day are fed. 
Third, when 8 0 to 9 0 pounds* are fed, 
the results are not altogether satisfac­ 
tory , as the consum ption of grain is too 
much reduced and this quantity of be« t 


pigs sleep on should be som ew hat ele 
v uted in order to keep this apartm ent 
dry . 
If the pigs hav e access to the 
y ards and the pen floors are kept well 
t>edded, it will be easy work to keep the 
floors com fortably clean 
If a generous 
am ount of dry bedding is used, and if 
this is changed just as soon as it begins 
to get damp, the com fort of the pigs is 
greatly enhanced. 
W hile this is not a 
m atter of so great im portance in the 
south, in the northern sections of the 
country it is one of considerable m o­ 
m ent, and as there is usually an abun­ 
dance of straw on hand, there is no e x ­ 
cuse for m aking the pigs suffer.—Prac­ 
tical Farmer.

women s cluhs in the art of speechm ak- 
ing. Mr. K leiser ought to know , for has 
he not w ritte n shoals of books ou voice 
culture, sp eak in g in public and th e like? 
M oreover he has every o p p o rtu n ity to 
find out on F rid a y evenings, w hen groups 
of tw enty-five clubwomen 
a t 
a 
time 
m ount the ro stru m at the W e si 
.Side 
A uditorium a n d say this in ch o ru s: ‘Ba- 
p:«. 
be-pe, 
bi-pi, 
bu-pu, 
boo-poo, 
boi- 
poi.” an d som e more. 
T o the uninitiated it sounds like the 
babblings of a day nursery flock, b u t as

applies equally to all A m erican women. 
“ Most club women speak 
w ith half 
closed m ouths. W hen they s ta rt to speak 
the voice c a n ’t come out. 
T h ey vocalize 
back in their throats, so th a t they can ­ 
not be heard three yards aw ay. 
“ 1 hen, 
stra n g e as 
it 
m ay 
perhaps 
soem. 
club w om en, and o th er 
women 
also, are tlm i^, naturally so. 
T h ey have 
been b rought up to be afraid , and this 
diffidence h a s the effect of co n strain in g 
the voice. 
T h e y speak in w hispers, and 
a w hispering voice is very d etrim en tal 
to good, pure tones; that is, to a c a rry ­ 
ing voice. 
“T hen also they too often h av e too 
light a m en tal conception of w h a t they 
are trying to do. 
Because th ere iN no 
thought of force sn w hat they w a n t to 
say it falls fa r short of the m ark . 
T hey 
get up to sp e ak and the result is that 
because of the breathing q uality, tim id­ 
ity and lack of force they m a k e no im­ 
pression. 
“E v en if th e occasion arouses wom en 
to forget their difficulties and they speak 
right out in m eeting their voices are high 
pitched and shrill. 
W ithout a doubt this 
shrill, p e n e tratin g voice is th e product of 
n noisy city. 
O ne is constantly en d eav o r­ 
ing to talk above the turmoil o f th e city ’s 
streets, and th is ruins the best m odulated 
voice. 
“ I w as particu larly struck w ith the 
soft, melodious voices at the R oycroft 
shops w hen I visited E ast A u ro ra recen t­ 
ly. 
O ne young w om an especially 
who 
took m e th ro u g h the shops, had the most 
delightful voice. 
I am sure it could have 
been heard in an audience of 300 people. 
Yet she had no training. 
T h e only way 
I can account for this is th a t they live 
in a quiet atm osphere. 
“O ur n atio n al defect is n asality, and 
this is noted in the club w o m a n ’s voice, 
as it is in those of women generally. 
It 
is so com m on th a t we are p retty g en e r­ 
ally unconscious of it. 
I w as stru ck w ith 
this peculiarity w hen I w as ab ro ad a 
yeur ago. 
I w as told too th a t th e w ay 
they recognized 
A m ericans over th ere 
w as by th eir nasal, tw angy voices. 
“A n o th er reason why our w om en have 
such u n p le asa n t voices is because they 
live so nervously. 
H aste d estro y s ail 
possibility of correctness of speech. T he 
same tension we have iu our lives we 
put into 
our 
palates. 
T h ey 
become 
hardened, and as the speaking voice is 
determ ined largely by the su rro u n d in g 
tissues its resonance is seriously affect­ 
ed, as you will see, by the nervous strain . 
“One very im p o rtau t thing too is fa u l­ 
ty breathing. 
N ot one w om an iu a h u n ­ 
dred 
uses th e 
abdom inal 
m ethod 
of 
breathing. 
She m ay say she does and 
really think so, b u t she doesn’t. 
A s one 
club w o m an said to me the o th e r d ay: 
‘Oh, I know all about th at. 
I ’ve used 
th a t m ethod for a long tim*.,’ a n d she 
proceeded to show me how she did it. 
She had no conception of how to do it 
correctly.

W h en a man h as reach ed th e nllegcd 
4ige of 9 7 y ears, and is th en of sufficient 
political importance to h ave an insurrec­ 
tion raised against h im, h e must be, in 
•some respects, a remarkable figure, Gen. 
Nord Alex is, until last Wednesday P res­ 
ident of th e republic of H ay ti, was, in 
th is respect of age, at least, th e fore­ 
most ruler of th e black republic.

dents of H ay ti are seldom long-lived. 
Nord Alex is never erred on th e side of 
gentleness. 
lie came to th e presidency 
in 19 02, fully aware of th e people with 
wh om h e was to deal, and h e h ad some 
gruesome object lessons of th e uneasi­ 
ness th at accompanies wearing a crown 
in h is country .

But, inasmuch as lie was conducting an 
arm y against rebels at th e time, even 
h is demise is open to suspicion. 
Th e old man wh o assumed th is seem­ 
ingly h opeless task h ad been preceded in 
office by a villainous person, Tiresias Si­ 
mon Sam. wh o added ligh t-fingered q uali­ 
ties to th e rest of h is defects. 
Sum h ad 
left th e treasury in a bad condition; th e 
army was rebellious, as usual, wh en no 
money was forth coming; th e Firm inist 
ex iles were clamoring for Jam aica; th e 
republic was in ch aos. 
Nord Alex is h ad ideas of h is own. 
Ho 
was firm in th e persuasion th at th e prox ­ 
imity of wh ite people was, on th e wh ole, 
dangerous to th e independence of th e 
country ; and th ough h e did noth ing on 
th e offensive, h e was ever careful of 
granting trade concessions.

In liH)3 Alex is 
granted th em amnesty and th ey returned. 
iLe h ad a double motive in th is; first 
th at th ey were possibly to be won over 
to h is side, and also th at h e wanted no 
insurrectionary interference with certain 
plans of civil improvements th a t h e h ad 
in mind. 
Th is was more clear wh en, in 
reply to censures from Congress for not 
proceeding against th e 
disturbing 
ele­ 
ment, th e cabinet resigned, and Alex is re­ 
fused th e resignations. 
H e wanted a 
free band to h unt down th e frauds in 
connection with th e issue of government 
securities for $2,<MX),000. 
A s a result 
of th e investigations, ex -President Sam 
and several national bank officials were 
implicated. 
But like many oth er strokes of diplo­ 
macy , th ough th is permission of th e re­ 
turn of Firm in’* followers was for th e 
time a brilliant one, it was really th e 
undoing of th e President. 
Th ere is lit­ 
tle doubt th at th e present rebellious spir­ 
it generated in th at very q uarter. 
Th e ch ildh ood of Alex andre du Nord, 
or Nord Alex is, was not such as would

H e came from th e north ernmost 
part of th e island, Cape Hay tieu, wh ere 
h is fath er was called 
prince.

was a title wh ich h ad been h anded out

Faustin I. (Soulouq ue) h ad a marvelous 
court, in wh ich th ere

(It is solemnly attested th at two 
of th e « lukes took th e titles M armalade 
and Lemonade.) 
Th e elder Alex in h eld a position in th e 
h ouseh old of th e Emperor Ch ristoph e. 
In speaking of th e rulers of H ay ti it is 
confusing to find one a President, th e ;

membered th at tin* country h as Ihhmi suc­ 
cessively a republic, an empire, a repub­ 
lic, empire, and a republic again. 
But 
no President h as ever been any th ing less 
th an a dictator. 


Pierrot, h e became still more powerfuL 
It h ad been arranged, as far back as

Th e “palace” is a two-story building in 
th e south ern part of Port au Prince, dis­ 
tinguish ed from th e pink dish armonies 
around it by a modest slate color, sur­ 
rounded by a h igh iron fence, and filled 
with monstrosities in th e way of paint­ 
ings and sculpture wh ich h ave been con­ 
tributed by “native talent.” 
Not a Grafter. 
H ere came Alex is in h is glory at th e 
reputed age of 1)1. 
At various times 
it h as been reported th at h e meant to 
set up an empire, th at h e was to h ave a 
gorgeous court, th at h e meant to ex ­ 
pel th e wh ite people from th e island, and 
th at 
h is fingers were near th e scant 
treasury . 
Th ere h as never been much 
foundation for th ese stories. 
All in ail, 
h e is a sensible old man. especially wh en 
compared with h is predecessors.

is not th e sligh test evidence of graft 
connected with h im personally .

son for th e revolution against h im th at 
h e was too persistent in h is effort to 
keep th e oth er piratical souls of th e coun­ 
try off th e treasure grounds.

INSECTS AND LEPROSY. 


Scientific Ex pedition Proposed to Inves­ 
tigate Eh lers’ Th eory . 
Prof. Eh lers of Copenh agen, an auth or­ 
ity on leprosy , is reported to h e in Paris 
organizing a scientific ex pedition to th e 
Danish W est ftidies, with th e object to 
determine th e part play ed by blood-suck­ 
ing insects and bugs, especially tleas, in 
th e dissemination of leprosy . 
Th e ex pedition is to consist of an eq ual 
number of Danish and French workers. 
Prof. Eh lers is one of th e most eminent 
« « ■ientistH in Europe in h is line of re- 
search . 
W ith th e aid of French cowork- 
ers h is ex pedition is ex pected to develop 
interesting feati.res connected with th e 
dissemination of leprosy . 


Card Cases and Purses. 


Just at th e time wh en th is country is 
beginning to struggle with th e problem 
of h usbanding its forest resources, of 
protecting its mountain slopes, and of 
improving th e waterw ay s, it is interest­ 
ing to know th at *h e Japanese h ave suc­ 
cessfully attacked th e same problem, be­ 
fore th e land suffered severely from th e 
evil effects following deforestation. 
Th e 
fur-sigh ted people of Nippon h ave fore­ 
seen th e results of th e destruction of 
th eir ex tensive mountain 
forests, and 
h ave safeguarded th emselves by placing 
all of th ese under government control. 
Old Practice in Japan. 
Th e practice of forestry h as been c a r­ 
ried on in Japan for a longer time th an 
in any oth er country . 
F or 1200 y ears 
th e people of Japan h ave been planting 
and growing forests, with a success th at 
h as been a little sh ort of marvelous. 
Under careful management, th e Japanese 
forests y ield very h igh financial returns. 
Th is h igh y ield is only made possible by 
th e close utilization of every h it of th e 
tree so th at scarcely a twig Ls wasted, 
and by th e improvement of th e growth 
of th eir forests by carefully conducted 
th inning and tending. 
Th e woods are 
first th inned at th e age of th irteen y ears, 
and th en every five y ears after th at up 
to th e time of th e final h arvest, at 120 
y ears. 
Saved Much Timber. 
It was with th e opening up of th e h ith ­ 
erto inaccessible mountain forests th at 
th e Japanese government becume most in­ 
tensely interested 
in 
forestry . 
Th e 
mountains were still government land, so 
all th at was necessary to protect th em 
was to place proper restrictions on th e 
sale and cutting of timber. 
Th is was ef­ 
fected by declaring th e forests on th e 
steep slopes as 
reserved 
forests. 
in 
winch th e only cutting sh ould be done 
under government direction. 
Th e for­ 
ests oa agricultural lands, not needed for 
protection, arc classed as available for- 
ests, and h ere th e cutting is uot so care­ 
fully restricted. 
Th us Japan 1ms effectually prevented 
th e stripping of h er mountain slopes be­ 
fore any great damage h as been done. 
In some districts, wh ere th e mountains 
are near th e towns, th e steep slopes 
h ave already been cleared, and th is h as 
resulted in floods and th e wash ing down 
of th e soil from th e slopes on to th e 
farm lands. 
But th ese cases h ave been 
ex ceptional, and h ave merely served as a 
warning, wh ich Japan h as h eeded before 
it was too lute to prevent widespread 
destruction. 


also th e community in general, wh en th e 
rubbish of th e farm is converted into

It will be ch eap, and
